It is perhaps well to explain to the

"bear element" in the market con- 
sists -pjC all those who think that 
price* "Of securities are higher than 
they ought 'to be, higher than the 
facts warrant, higher than they can 
permanently remain. In order to 
take advantage of the "unwarranted 
inflation of values," as they under- 
stand it, they borrow stocks and sell 
them at the highest prices prevailing, 
expecting to be able to buy them in 
at lower prices before it becomes 
necessary to return the borrowed 
securities. For instance, A borrows 
from B 1,000 shares of Hannibal and 
St Joseph, which is Belling at CO. 
A pays B 100,000 cash, and agrees to 
return the stock on demand, when, 
of course, the money will be refund- 
ed to him. It is for B's interest to 
lend the stock, because he gets the 
interest on the $60,000 during the 
jnterval, or at all 
events 
more 


iaUcest than he would otherwise 
have to pay for the use of the same 
money. Under ordinary conditions 
B, the lender of the stock, will pay 
A', the borrower, something* for the 
use of the money, but if the particu- 
lar stock wanted by the bears ia 
scarce,it will be lent "flat;" that is, 
the borrower will receive nothing for 
the use of the money while the 
loan 
continues.

cases 
the 
lender

get a commission for the use 
of stock in addition to the in- 
terest on the money which it repre- 
sents. If the market fluctuates while 
the loan continues, the borrower and 
lender settle with each other at the 
close of each day, so that the amount 
of money shall at all times be 
exactly equivalent to the valne of 
the stock.

Mr. Henderson h 
given up teaching and will Lereafte 
devote his outiro attention to th 
manufacture of philosophical an 
chemical apparatus for schools an 
colleges, making a specialty of elec 
trie machinery. He is of a very in 
Ivontivo turn of mind, and besides 


isking improvements upon nearly 


every instrument he constructs, he is 
ilso inventing many articles almost 
(entirely new. Some time ago his 
(inventive genius suggested an im- 


roved water motor. He has per- 


fected it and put oue up in his shop 
which is performing to his entire snt- 
lisfaetion. The motor which he has 
ionstructod for his own shop is a 24 
inch wheel, propelled by one _; inch 
jet. This very small stream acting 
upon the improved whoel, gives all 
the power Mr. Henderson needs to 
run his largo grindstone, turning 
lay and a small circular saw. 
The 


claims of superiority in this now 
motor are in the peculiar construe 
:ion of the wheel, by which the water 
is made to act with n rebounding in- 
fluence upon it, requiring less water, 
and in the low price at which the 
machine can be manufactured. The 
cups or fans in the wheel are made 
with what is called the evolute curve 
and are struck by the jet inbide th 
cimnfthe wheel.
